CARE OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL 


When plants are received they should be taken from the box in which 
they are shipped, immediately—as this will prevent heating and rotting. 
If they appear dry, unless they are cacti or succulents you had best water 
them at once, taking care that they do not stand in water but have sufficient 
to give the plants the desired moisture. They should be planted at once. 
In the case of ferns, or other decorative type plants it is best to dampen the 
soil before planting. This will not only allow the soil to pack more securely 
about the roots, but the water will be distributed throughout the soil so 
plants may begin immediate growth. The cacti or succulents should be planted 
and then watered as a sandy soil will allow water to distribute itself more 
readily than the above.
